Town  Warrant 


Article  1.  To  elect  a  Moderator.  To  elect  three  Select- 
men, who  shall  be  Overseers  of  Public  Welfare  and 
act  as  Board  of  Health.  To  elect  one  Town  Clerk,  one 
W.^  Treasurer,  one  Tax  Collector,  one  Elector  under  the 
^  will  of  the  late  Oliver  Smith,  Esq.,  two  Constables, 
one  Tree  Warden,  all  for  one  year;  one  Water  Com- 
missioner,  one  Assessor,  one  School  Committeeman, 
one  Commissioner  of  Trust  Funds,  one  Library  Trus- 
tee, all  for  three  years. 


Article  2.  To  choose  all  necessary  minor  Town  Officers 
for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Town  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen, 
to  borrow  money  from  time  to  time  in  anticipation 
of  the  revenue  of  the  financial  year  beginning  Janu- 
ary 1,  1943,  and  to  issue  a  note  or  notes  therefor,  pay- 
able within  one  year,  and  to  renew  any  note  or  notes 
as  may  be  given  for  a  period  of  less  than  one  year  in 
accordance  with  Section  17,  Chapter  44  of  General 
Laws. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate such  sums  of  money  as  shall  be  deemed 
necessary  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  current  finan- 
cial year. 

Article  5.    To  hear  the  report  of  the  Selectmen,  Treas- 
urer, School' Committee,  Water  Commissioners,  and 
pother  committees  and  act  thereon. 
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Article  6.    To  choose  a  committee  to  expend  the  income 
from  the  Whiting  Street  Fund. 


Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Treasurer  to  pay  the  unpaid  bills  of  1942  out  of  the 
1943  appropriation. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  from  the 
income  of  the  Onslow  G.  Spelman  School  Fund  the 
sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  to  pay  off  the  note  which 
is  due  in  1943  on  the  Spelman  Annex  to  the  High 
School.

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  balance  of  $148.47  in  the  Road

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Selectmen's  Report 


Your  Selectmen  herewith  submit  the  following  re- 
port: 

The  Board  organized  on  February  9th,  1942,  and 
elected  Leon  B.  Sanderson,  Chairman,  and  Oakley  Ames, 
Clerk.  Meetings  have  been  held  every  Monday  evening, 
except  on  holidays,  and  then  have  been  held  the  following 
evening.  The  following  officials  were  re-appointed:  Mr. 
L.  H.  Cranson  as  Superintendent  of  Roads,  Bridges  and 
Fences ;  Mr.  Albert  Lawton  as  Inspector  of  Barns,  Animals 
and  Meats;  Mr.  C.  K.  Hathaway  as  Fire  Chief  and  Forest 
Warden;  Mr.  B.  L.  Dobbs  as  Moth  Superintendent;  Mr. 
Leshe  Taylor  as  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures ;  and  Mr. 
A.  J.  Polmatier  as  Inspector  of  Dairies. 

We  were  unable  to  complete  our  Chapter  90  construc- 
tion work  on  Mountain  Street  this  year,  due  to  the  fact 
that  practically  all  new  construction  work  in  all  Towns 
has  been  discontinued  probably  for  the  duration.  How- 
ever, we  had  Chapter  90  maintenance  last  year,  and  expect 
to  have  it  this  year,  so  that  we  will  be  able  to  keep  what 
Chapter  90  roads  we  have  constructed  in  good  condition. 
Due  to  the  fact  that  we  could  not  procure  sufficient  road 
tar  or  asphalt,  we  were  unable  to  complete  the  hard  surface 
road  on  South  Street  this  year,  with  our  Chapter  81 
money,  but  if  the  materials  are  available  this  next  year  we 
hope  to  be  able  to  complete  the  road. 

We  were  able  to  construct  the  new  sidewalks,  one  in 
each  village,  which  were  voted  at  our  last  Town  Meetings 
and  your  Board  feels  that  good  sidewalks  in  needed  places 
are  an  added  asset  to  the  Town.

As  the  number  of  WPA  workers  which  we  had  de- 
.creased  to  only  six,  which  we  were  transporting  to  West- 
over  Field,  we  decided  about  the  first  of  December  to  dis- 
continue it  entirely,  and  the  only  WPA  which  we  now  have 
is  the  Surplus  Commodity  Program. 

^  ^  We  expect  that  every  family  in  this  Town  has  heard 
,  about  rationing  by  this  time,  but  we  do  not  believe  that 
every  family  realizes  how  important  rationing  really  is,  or 
l^ow  much  work  it  entails,  or  how  necessary  it  is.  We 
S^elieve  that  we  have  in  this  Town  a  very  efficient  Ration- 
mg  Board,  and  with  the  cooperation  of  the  School  Board 
ill  allotting  the  use  of  a  room  in  the  Haydenville  School 
building  for  this  purpose,  we  feel  that  the  citizens  of  this 
Town  are  being  properly  taken  care  of,  and  we  wish  at  this 
time  to  express  our  appreciation  to  the  members  of  the 
Rationing  Board  for  the  service  which  they  have  rendered 
and  are  rendering,  and  hope  that  the  citizens  will  realize 
that  this  is  a  war  time  measure  and  that  the  members  of 
the  Board  are  doing  this  work  in  a  spirit  of  duty  and  with- 
out remuneration. 

Due  to  the  shortage  of  man  labor,  we  recommend  the 
purchase  this  year  (from  our  Road  Machinery  Earnings) 
of  a  Sand  and  Gravel  Loader. 

We  again  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  of  the  co- 
operation which  we  have  had  from  all  Town  officials  dur- 
ing the  past  year.

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Report  of  Finance  Committee 


The  Finance  Committee  has  held  four  meetings  the 
past  year,  to  transfer  sums  of  money  from  the  Reserve 
fund  as  needed  and  to  meet  the  officials  of  the  different 
departments  and  consider  and  recommend  their  requests 
for  the  coming  year. 

The  committee  respectfully  requests  that  each  de- 
partment submit  a  tentative  budget  prepared  in  detail, 
when  called  upon  to  meet  the  committee  next  year. 

The  Finance  Committee  strongly  recommends  the  de- 
letion of  the  $500  item  labelled  "Adjustment  Account" 
from  the  school  budget.  The  term  "Adjustment  Account" 
in  plain  terms  means  "Extra  money  in  case  it  is  needed." 

In  our  opinion  this  is  not  a  reasonable  justification 
for  requesting  money  from  the  taxpayer.  Attention  is 
called  to  the  fact  that  the  school  committee  can  make  ad- 
justments within  its  budget  by  transferring  moneys  from 
one  account  to  another. 

The  finance  committee  feels  that  the  expenditures  of 
the  Fire  Department  should  be  expressly  justified  yearly 
by  means  of  a  detail  report,  of  the  years  activities  and 
expenditures. 

This  practice,  common  in  most  towns  in  the  vicinity 
would  keep  the  community  informed  about  the  activities, 
expenditures  and  fire  losses.

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Report  of  Water  Commissioners 


To  the  Citizens  of  Williamsburg : 

Your  Water  Board  has  past  through  its  first  war  year 
and  notes  that  we  have  been  very  fortunate  in  having  only 
the  usual  routine  happenings  to  make  up  the  work  of  the 
year. 

On  the  Water  Shed  we  had  noted  that  an  occasional 
pine  tree  in  the  vicinity  of  the  reservoirs  would  brown  and 
die  for  no  apparent  reason,  so  we  called  in  representatives 
of  the  Forestry  Division  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
for  counsel  and  they  advised  us  to  clear  out  the  wild  cur- 
rant and  wild  gooseberry  shrubs  as  some  of  our  trees  had 
become  infected  with  pine  tree  blister. 

Under  their  supervision  your  Water  Board  had  this 
work  done. 

The  heavy  rains  did  some  damage  to  our  spillway  and 
roads  and  these  have  been  repaired. 

We  had  the  usual  calls  for  minor  services  on  the  pipe 
line  but  had  no  major  breaks  or  large  installations  to  make 
this  year.

During  the  past  year  a  number  of  pieces  of  property 
have  changed  ownership  and  Water  Department  was  never 
notified  of  such  changes.  Consequently  bills  were  made 
out  to  original  owners  and  upon  receipt  of  such  bills,  de- 
partment was  notified  of  change  in  owenrship  which  neces- 
sitated abating  old  account  and  charging  new  account. 

Would  also  call  attention  to  people  installing  new 
bathrooms  in  their  homes.  It  is  necessary  in  such  cases 
to  file  permission  with  Water  Department  for  such  instal- 
lations. If  this  order  is  not  comphed  with,  Water  Com- 
missioners may  take  action  which  would  be  detrimental 
to  people  doing  same.

The  School  Committee  presents  the  following  report: 

On  account  of  the  necessity  for  a  room  to  be  used  as 
headquarters  for  the  State  Guard  it  was  voted  to  partition 
off  a  part  of  the  janitor's  room  in  the  basement  of  the 
Helen  E.  James  School.  This  work  has  been  done  with- 
out expense  to  the  school  department  and  the  room  is  now 
being  used  by  the  State  Guard. 

In  view  of  the  increased  cost  of  living  it  was  voted  at 
the  November  meeting  of  the  School  Board  to  appropriate 
$1,000.00  from  the  school  account  to  be  used  for  salary 
adjustment.  In  December  this  salary  adjustment  was 
made  in  the  form  of  bonuses  effecting  the  Superintendent, 
Teachers  and  Janitors. 

It  was  found  that  the  roof  of  the  school  building  in 
Haydenville  was  very  much  in  need  of  repairs  so  this  work 
was  done  last  summer.

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Superintendent's  Report 


To  the  Members  of  the  School  Committee : 

4^       The  annual  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 
^pis  herewith  submitted.    It  is  the  twenty-second  of  the 
^present  series  and  the  forty-first  since  the  establishment 
Jof  this  school  union. 

^  The  year  1942  was  a  year  of  rationing.  The  work  of 
registering  all  of  the  people  was  assigned  to  the  school 
personnel  when  the  bureau  at  Washington  decided  that 
rationing  and  price  fixing  would  be  necessary  if  hoarding 
and  inflation  were  to  be  prevented.  The  sugar  books  were 
first.  Then  the  gasoline  ration  cards  were  issued,  fol- 
lowed shortly  by  the  gas  mileage  books.  Later  in  the 
year  the  teachers  issued  the  oil  coupons.  All  of  this  work 
was  done  by  the  staff  of  teachers  in  a  cheerful  and  suc- 
cessful manner  without  any  compensation  except  the 
knowledge  that  they  were  helping  in  this  way  to  promote 
the  war  effort.  All  of  those  who  worked  on  these  difficult 
assignments  deserve  a  great  deal  of  praise  for  their  un- 
selfish service. 

This  year  brought  several  changes  in  our  teaching 
staff.  The  army  claimed  two  of  our  teachers  during  the 
summer.  Mr.  Franklin  Mullaly  went  to  Fort  Devens  when 
he  was  inducted  into  the  service.  Mr.  Charles  Walker 
was  sent  to  Fort  Devens.  Both  of  these  men  are  on  leave 
of  absence  from  their  school  positions.  Miss  Mary  Burr, 
our  drawing  supervisor,  entered  the  drafting  department 
cf  a  defense  industry.  Marriage  claimed  two  of  our  teach- 
ers. Miss  Charlotte  Stewart  was  married  in  October  and 
Miss  Esther  Smith  was  married  in  November.  Both  of 
these  teachers  finished  their  service  in  December. 
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In  order  to  fill  these  vacancies  it  was  necessary  to 
search  for  teachers  since  the  list  of  applicants  which  had 
been  so  long  two  years  ago  had  no  names  on  it.  Miss  M. 
Norma  Lawe,  who  had  had  a  year  of  experience  in  North- 
field  High  School  was  selected  to  fill  the  vacancy  in  the 
commercial  department.  Miss  Lawe  lives  in  Springfield, 
Massachusetts  and  received  her  degree  from  A.  1.  C. 

Miss  Ruth  F.  Merritt  of  Williamsburg  was  elected  to 
the  vacancy  left  by  Mr.  Mullaly.  Miss  Merritt  had  her 
training  at  Smith  College  and  the  University  of  Iowa, 
where  she  received  her  degree.  She  had  had  two  year's 
of  experience  in  teaching  in  grade  schools. 

The  position  as  supervisor  of  music  was  filled  by  the 
appointment  of  Miss  Olive  A.  Healy  of  West  Chesterfield. 
Miss  Healy  had  had  nine  year's  of  experience  in  the  schools 
of  Chesterfield  and  Worthington.  She  had  her  education 
in  Syracuse  University  and  the  Walter  Damrosch  School 
in  New  York. 

;  Mrs.  Olive  Thayer  of  Cummington  who  has  had  sev- 
eral years  as  instructor  in  drawing  and  handicraft  work  in 
Windsor  and  Cummington  was  appointed  to  fill  the  draw- 
ing vacancy. 

In  order  to  fill  the  third  and  fourth  grade  position 
left  vacant  by  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  Charlotte  Butter- 
field,  Mrs.  Dorothy  Colubrn  of  Williamsburg  was  appointed 
to  that  place.  Mrs.  Colubrn  is  a  graduate  of  Worcester 
State  Teachers  College  and  has  had  two  year's  teaching 
experience. 

Since  Mrs.  Colubrn  had  been  the  first  and  second  grade 
assistant  when  she  was  promoted,  Mrs.  Evelyn  Kmit  was 
secured  for  that  work  on  a  substitute  basis. 

These  new  teachers  have  performed  their  tasks  well, 
and  there  is  every  reason  to  believe  that,  with  the  help  of 
our  excellent  older  and  more  experienced  teachers,  the 
usual  high  standards  of  school  work  will  be  continued. 
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When  schools  opened  in  September  there  was  a  small 
^decrease  in  the  elementary  grades.  Williamsburg  had  in- 
creased from  149  to  153  pupils,  a  gain  of  4,  but  Hayden- 
ville  had  dropped  from  102  to  91,  a  loss  of  11.  That  made 
a  loss  of  7  for  the  town. 

.  .  In  the  high  school  the  number  enrolled  was  again  less 
than  the  previous  September.  Here  118  registered  as 
against  135  the  year  before,  a  loss  of  17.  Enrollments 
secondary  schools  usually  decrease  during  war  periods 
.\vhen  there  is  a  demand  for  labor  and  high  paying  jobs 
^re  available.  The  school  had  41  from  Williamsburg,  36 
fl-om  Haydenville,  18  from  Chesterfield,  2  from  Worthing- 
'ion,  1  from  Plainfield,  1  from  Whately,  1  from  Conway, 
12  from  Goshen,  3  from  Cummington,  2  Boston  Wards,  and 
1  State  Ward.    There  are  41  tuition  pupils  at  present. 

The  number  of  students  at  Smith's  School  has  also 
declined.  From  8  a  year  ago  the  enrollment  is  now  5  from 
Williamsburg.    Two  years  ago  there  were  20  attending. 

The  high  school  has  had  to  curtail  the  forensic  work 
to  a  considerable  extent  due  to  lack  of  transportation. 
Only  a  few  meetings  for  debates  have  been  held  with  other 
schools.  However,  the  teams  are  of  high  quality  and  show 
excellent  ability  when  they  meet  other  opponents.  In  the 
five  school  meet  at  Westfield  they  tied  for  first  place. 

Basketball  activities  have  been  restricted  also  because 
of  the  transportation  problem.  Mr.  Edward  Ames  was 
appointed  coach  in  Mr.  Mullaly's  place.  He  has  succeeded 
in  training  a  good  team.  It  has  won  half  of  its  games  so 
far  and  is  improving  every  game. 

After  due  consideration  by  the  department,  it  was 
decided  that  a  course  in  aeronautics  or  preflight  instruc- 
tion would  be  of  great  value  to  the  boys  who  hoped  to  en- 
ter the  air  service  of  the  United  States,  and  so  it  was 
voted  by  the  school  committee  to  add  such  a  course  to  the 
high  school  curriculum.  Mr.  Edward  Foster  was  sent  to 
M.  S.  C.  for  the  necessary  teacher  training  and  is  now 
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certified  to  teacli  the  course.  The  organization  of  the 
school  for  1942-1943  is  as  follows:  Principal,  Anne  T. 
Dunphy,  two  classe  in  Latin ;  Mr.  Edward  C.  Foster,  four 
classes  in  science,  one  in  world  geography,  and  one  in 
aeronautics ;  Miss  Helena  J.  Webber,  four  in  mathematics, 
two  in  U.  S.  History ;  Miss  Annetta  Barrus,  five  in  English, 
one  in  Spoken  English,  assembly  programs,  coach  of  de- 
bating and  forensic  work;  Miss  Ruth  F.  Merritt,  two  in 
English,  one  in  world  history,  two  in  French,  and  one  in 
problems  of  democracy;  Miss  M.  Norma  Lawe,  four  in 
typing,  one  in  stenography,  one  in  Junior  Business;  Miss 
Olive  A.  Healy,  two  Glee  Clubs.  There  are  two  sessions 
and  seven  class  periods  in  the  school  day. 

At  the  Helen  E.  James  School  the  grade  assignments 
were:  Miss  Martha  L.  Dickerman,  grades  7  and  8;  Miss 
Nellie  Dolan,  grades  5  and  6;  Miss  Charlotte  Stewart, 
grades  3  and  4 ;  Mrs.  Sophie  Eaton,  grades  1  and  2 ;  Mrs. 
Dorothy  Colburn,  assistant  in  grades  1  and  2.  Mrs.  Col- 
burn  has  since  been  appointed  to  grades  3  and  4,  and  Mrs. 
Evelyn  Kmit  made  assistant  in  1  and  2. 

The  organization  at  the  Haydenville  School  was  as 
follows:  Miss  Margaret  Trainor,  Principal,  grades  7  and 
8 ;  Miss  Alice  Dansereau,  grades  5  and  6 ;  Miss  Anastasia 
Kostek,  grades  3  and  4;  Miss  Mary  Crampton,  grades  1 
and  2.  Mrs.  Esther  Smith  Galbraith  was  supervisor  of 
music  to  December  18,  1942,  and  Miss  Ohve  A.  Healy  be- 
gan this  work  in  1943.  Mrs.  Olive  Thayer,  supervisor  of 
drawing,  was  appointed  to  begin  work  in  January,  1943. 

The  work  of  the  health  department  has  been  directed 
by  our  school  physicians.  Dr.  Charles  Wheeler  and  Dr. 
Joseph  Hobbs,  and  by  our  school  nurses,  Mrs.  John  Jones 
and  Mrs.  Thomas  Lenihan.  Dr.  Kiesiel  was  the  school 
dentist.  There  was  an  epidemic  of  mumps,  and  there  were 
several  cases  of  chicken  pox  during  the  year.  However, 
there  was  at  no  time  a  situation  serious  enough  to  cause 
the  closing  of  the  schools. 
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In  the  matter  of  transportation  we  have  had  the  usual 
^ood  service.  The  number  transported,  however,  had  de- 
creased since  last  year  when  154  were  brought  in  every 
day.  This  year  we  have  21  less  or  133.  The  number  on 
each  route  was  as  follows :  Mountain  Street  to  Haydenville, 
19;  Haydenville  to  Williamsburg,  38;  South  Street,  20; 
Nash  Street,  13 ;  North  Street  and  Searsville,  27 ;  Chester- 
field Road,  16.    Total  133.    It  is  possible  that  new  regu- 

;'*Mtions  for  the  purpose  of  saving  rubber  and  gasoline  may 
i;equire  that  all  children  who  live  within  two  miles  of  the 

Schools  walk  to  school.  Children  who  live  beyond  that 
limit  may  be  furnished  transportation  by  a  school  commit- 
%e  if  the  State  Department  of  Education  so  directs. 
Otherwise  those  who  live  farther  than  two  miles  from  a 
school  may  have  to  walk. 

From  the  standpoint  of  economy  it  would  be  worth- 
while to  consider  a  change  in  the  school  calendar  so  planned 
that  the  two  cold  months  of  January  and  February  and 
a  part  of  December  could  be  a  vacation  period :  It  seems 
difficult  to  justify  the  present  calendar  which  makes  it 
necessary  to  close  the  buildings  when  we  don't  need  heat, 
and  keep  them  open  when  we  have  to  ship  in  coal  from 
other  states  to  heat  them.  Since  our  climate  is  not  too 
hot  in  summer,  most  of  the  time  the  children  would  be 
comfortable.  A  practical  plan  would  be  to  have  schools 
open  in  March,  have  a  two  week's  summer  vacation  in 
July  and  then  continue  in  session  until  just  before  Christ- 
mas. In  that  way  fuel  would  be  saved,  transportation 
would  be  less  hazardous  and  expensive,  winter  illnesses 
among  children  would  be  avoided,  and  money  saved  to  the 
taxpayers. 

Many  of  the  recommendations  made  last  year  were 
carried  out  this  year.  The  hallways  and  some  of  the  class- 
rooms were  painted  at  Williamsburg  last  summer.  A 
regular  clerk  was  appointed  for  the  high  school  office,  and 
an  assistant  janitor  was  secured  for  that  building. 
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Bonuses  were  paid  to  all  employees  of  the  school  depart- 
ment, and  the  School  Committee  finished  the  year  well 
within  the  appropriation. 

Because  of  the  present  conflict,  it  will  be  difficult  to 
build  or  to  secure  new  equipment.  Therefore,  my  recom- 
mendations are  only  three : 

1.  Consider  the  adoption  of  an  economy  calendar  for 
the  duration  of  the  war. 

2.  Adopt  a  new  salary  schedule  for  all  teachers. 

3.  If  possible,  waterproof  the  basement  walls  at  the 
Haydenville  School.  ^ 

In  closing  permit  me  to  express  my  appreciation  of 
the  group  of  people  I  work  with,  and  extend  to  them  my 
thanks  for  their  fine  spirit  of  cooperation.

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Report  of  Town  Physicians 

Mr.  L.  A.  Merritt,

Dear  Sir  : 

I  have  the  pleasure  of  submitting  my  annual  report 
as  school  physician  for  the  Williamsburg  Center  School. 

The  students  were  given  their  physical  examination 
during  October  with  the  assistance  of  Mrs.  John  0.  Jones, 
the  school  nurse. 

A  few  more  children  than  usual  were  found  who 
would  be  benefited  by  tonsillectomy  and  adenoidectomy. 
Several  of  these  were  children  whose  parents  had  intended 
to  have  them  treated  this  past  summer  but  were  unable 
to  do  so  because  of  the  restricted  number  of  patients  ac- 
cepted for  this  at  the  hospital. 

It  is  hoped  that  they  can  be  taken  care  of  in  the  com- 
ing year. 

May  I  again  suggest  that  the  posture  of  the  students 
could  be  improved  by  regular  calisthenics  which  I  think 
could  be  instituted,  and  which  I  believe  the  state  requires, 
even  though  there  is  no  gymnasium. 

And  I  am  again  suggesting  that  with  a  few,  com- 
paratively inexpensive,  alterations  the  girls'  rest  room 
could  be  enlarged,  resulting  in  less  congestion  between  the 
older  and  younger  girls.  I  have,  no  doubt,  priorities 
could  be  obtained  for  the  required  plumbing.  I  am  sure 
that  most  parents,  if  they  visited  the  school  would  agree 
with  this  suggestion. 

An  epidemic  of  mumps  which  began  last  spring  and 
persisted  through  isolated  cases  in  the  summer,  flared  up 
again  this  fall  but  the  majority  of  children  were  not  se- 
verely ill.

Dear  Sir : 

I  present  herewith  my  annual  report  as  School  Phy- 
sician  for  the  Haydenville  Schools. 

The  annual  examination  of  pupils  was  made  in  Sep- 
>^|ember,  with  nurse  Jones  assisting.  Comparatively  few 
<j€f  ects  were  noted  and  some  of  these  have  been  remedied. 
J^ie  pupils  are  in  good  health. 

A  few  cases  of  contagious  diseases  appeared  during 
the  year  but  none  assumed  epidemic  proportions.  Lately, 
however,  several  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  have  been  dis- 
covered in  widely  separated  parts  of  the  town  and  the 
school  population  should  be  watched  carefully  for  evidence 
of  this  disease  as  it  is  likely  to  spread  fast  since  it  is  sev- 
eral years  now  that  the  disease  has  been  quiet. 

In  this  connection  it  is  well  to  bear  in  mind  that  in 
this  war  the  health  of  children  as  well  as  adults  is  bound 
to  be  effected.  Many  foods  necessary  for  health  cannot 
be  obtained.  In  some  cases  both  parents  are  in  defense 
work,  consequently  the  health  of  the  children  may  be 
neglected.  This  will  add  still  more  work  for  our  nurses 
and  health  authorities.  All  children  should  be  immunized 
against  such  diseases  as  we  have  a  positive  prevention  for.

Selectmen's  Report 


Your  Selectmen  herewith  submit  the  following  re- 
port: 

The  Board  organized  on  February  8th,  1943,  and 
elected  Leon  B.  Sanderson,  Chairman,  and  Oakley  Ames, 
Clerk.  Meetings  have  been  held  every  Monday  evening, 
except  on  holidays,  and  then  have  been  held  the  following 
evening.  The  following  officials  were  re-appointed:  Mr. 
L.  H.  Cranson  as  Superintendent  of  Roads,  Bridges  and 
Fences ;  Mr.  Albert  Lawton  as  Inspector  of  Barns,  Animals 
and  Meats ;  Mr.  C.  K.  Hathaway  as  Fire  Chief  and  Forest 
Warden;  Mr.  B.  L.  Dobbs  as  Moth  Superintendent;  Mr. 
Leslie  Taylor  as  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures,  and  Mr. 
A.  J.  Polmatier  as  Inspector  of  Dairies. 

We  had  no  Chapter  90  Construction  work  this  year, 
and  will  not  have  any  in  1944,  although  we  apparently  will 
have  our  Chapter  90  Maintenance,  so  that  that  part  of  our 
roads  can  be  kept  in  good  condition. 

We  were  able  to  procure  sufficient  road  material  to 
complete  the  hard  surface  on  South  Street  this  past  year, 
and  hope  to  be  able  to  do  some  of  this  same  kind  of  work 
this  year. 

The  entire  WPA  program  has  been  suspended  and  the 
account  closed. 

We  hope  that  everyone  appreciates  the  work  which 
our  Rationing  Board  is  doing,  and  that  it  is  a  function 
which  has  to  be  taken  care  of.  We  feel  that  our  present 
Board  is  doing  a  fine  job. 
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During  the  past  year  we  had  an  audit  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Corporations  and  Taxation  and  feel  that  every 
branch  of  your  Town  Government  is  taking  good  interest 
and  care  of  the  Department  which  it  serves.  The  Audi- 
tors seem  to  think  that  an  audit  every  year  is  advisable, 
but  we  feel  that  for  the  present  at  least,  one  every  two 
years  is  sufficient.  A  copy  of  this  year's  audit  is  printed 
in  the  back  of  your  Town  Report.

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Report  of  Finance  Committee 


The  Finance  Committee  has  held  five  meetings  the 
past  year,  to  transfer  sums  of  money  from  the  Reserve 
fund  as  needed  and  to  meet  the  officials  of  the  different 
departments  and  consider  and  recommend  their  requests 
for  the  coming  year. 

The  committee  respectfully  requests  that  each  depart- 
ment submit  a  tentative  budget  prepared  in  detail,  when 
called  upon  to  meet  the  committee  next  year. 

On  the  proposal  that  the  town  buy  the  Haydenyille 
Club  property  as  a  community  house,  the  majority  of  the 
committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  unwise  to  invest  the 
town's  money  in  this  venture.  It  is  felt  that  the  building 
is  inappropriate  to  the  present  or  future  needs  of  this  town. 
The  committee  points  especially  to  the  architectural  de- 
ficiency of  the  building  and  to  its  lack  of  sufficient  sur- 
rounding land.  It  is  felt  that  the  purchase  of  this  build- 
ing would  forestall  all  possibihty  of  obtaining  a  really  ade- 
quate community  house  in  the  future.  The  committee 
recommends  the  construction  of  a  new  building  in  the  fu- 
ture. 
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The  committee  strongly  recommends  the  creation  of 
/*.a  separate  board  of  health.    The  direction  and  improve- 
ment of  public  health  in  the  town  would  be  greatly  facili- 
tated by  this  independent  board.

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Report  of  Water  Commissioners 


During  the  past  year  a  cover  has  been  placed  over 
entrance  to  chlorinator  building.  It  was  felt  necessary 
to  do  this  because  of  ice  and  snow  melting  on  old  hatchway 
entrance  and  running  down  into  chlorinator  pit. 

The  usual  work  of  cutting  grsas  between  the  reser- 
voirs has  been  done  this  year  and  it  was  found  that  the 
ice  storm  we  had  during  the  winter  of  1943  had  closed 
our  fire  roads  which  was  a  very  bad  hazard  and  had  also 
done  considerable  damage  to  timber.  This  fall  we  have 
had  two  men  under  supervision  of  the  Chairman,  Mr.  Gray, 
work  on  clearing  these  fire  lanes  and  considerable  progress 
has  been  made,  but  there  is  much  more  to  be  done.  Due 
to  this  extreme  hazard  we  have  asked  for  an  additional 
$200.00  this  year  to  continue  this  work. 

We  have  cut  twenty-five  (25)  cords  of  good  hard  wood 
which  we  feel  will  reimburse  the  town  for  this  extra  money 
we  ask  for  to  complete  this  work.

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Report  of  the  Fire  Department 


The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Williamsburg  Fire 


The  department  met  and  organized  on  January  6,  1945 
with  Lester  Wells  as  Chairman  and  Charles  Sabo  as  Sec- 
retary and  Treasurer.  Meetings  were  held  the  first 
Wednesday  evening  of  each  month. 

The  Williamsburg  Department  was  called  out  thirty- 
eight  times  during  the  year  to  building  and  grass  fires. 

One  hundred  and  five  fire  permits  were  issued  for  open 
air  fires  but  all  calls  answered  by  the  department  were  fires 
without  a  permit.  The  law  requires  that  a  permit  be  ob- 
tained except  when  the  ground  is  suitably  covered  with 
snow. 

The  following  new  equipment  was  purchased  for  the 
Haydenville  Department — three  hundred  feet  of  fire  hose, 
Siamese  connection,  and  two  shut-off  nozzles. 

The  Williamsburg  Forest  Warden  Department  pur- 
chased three  new  Indian  Pump  Cans  and  four  fire  rakes. 

There  has  been  an  emergency  fire  telephone  in  Wil- 
liamsburg manned  twenty-four  hours  a  day. 

I  recommend  that  an  emergency  fire  telephone  be  in- 
stalled in  Haydenville  and  manned  twenty-four  hours  a 
day.

Report  of  the  School  Committee 


The  School  Committee  presents  the  following  report: 

It  became  necessary  to  repair  the  boiler  in  the  Wil- 
liamsburg School  so  a  new  drum  was  installed  this  year. 

The  committee  has  held  twelve  regular  meetings,  one 
union  meeting  and  three  special  meetings  during  the  year. 

Some  thought  has  been  given  to  the  idea  of  flooding 
a  portion  of  the  school  grounds  in  Williamsburg  for  a  skat- 
ing rink  but  no  definite  plans  have  as  yet  been  made.  We 
hope  that  next  year  the  committee  will  be  able  to  finish  this 
project. 

The  High  School  has  been  reorganized  on  a  five 
teacher  basis. 

As  a  suggestion  the  committee  hopes  that  arrange- 
ments can  be  made  this  fall  to  engage  another  teacher  for 
the  grades  in  the  Williamsburg  School  as  it  seems  quite 
necessary  considering  that  there  are  eighty-three  pupils 
in  the  four  grades. 

A  new  state  law  was  passed  this  year  for  the  benefit 
of  the  teachers  who  are  now  in  the  service,  which  makes 
it  compulsory  for  the  town  to  pay  the  retirement  for  those 
teachers  the  same  as  if  they  were  still  teaching.  We  have 
two  men  teachers  now  in  the  service.  The  additional  ex- 
pense has  been  taken  care  of  in  the  School  Committee 
budget. 

The  School  Committee  gave  its  approval  to  allow  the 
use  of  the  rooms  in  the  Williamsburg  School  for  Communi- 
ty affairs,  also  to.  allow  the  Girl  Scouts  the  use  of  the 
athletic  room  in  this  building. 
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One  room  in  the  Haydenville  School  is  being  used  three 
hours  a  week  for  Red  Cross  work  and  one  is  being  used 
by  the  Ration  Board  five  days  and  one  night  each  week 
and  in  this  connection  the  committee  wishes  to  state  that 
the  Ration  Board  is  very  grateful  for  the  way  and  manner 
in  which  their  room  is  kept  and  for  the  excellent  co-operar 
tion  of  the  janitor  and  the  teachers. 

The  committee  takes  this  opportunity  to  thank  the 
'^^erintendent  ,Teachers  and  Janitors  for  their  co-opera- 
during  the  past  year.

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Superintendent's  Report 


To  the  Members  of  the  School  Commitee : 

The  annual  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 
is  herewith  submitted.  It  is  the  twenty-third  of  the  pres- 
ent series  and  the  forty-second  since  the  formation  of  this 
school  union. 

A  number  of  changes  in  teacher  personnel  took  place 
during  the  year.  Miss  Alice  Dansereau  left  us  in  March 
to  be  married.  At  the  close  of  schools  in  June,  Miss 
Anastasia  Kostek  resigned  to  be  married  also.  Miss 
Annetta  Barrus  and  Miss  M.  Norma  La  we  joined  the 
WAVES  and  resigned  from  teaching.  Miss  Ruth  Merritt 
accepted  a  position  in  the  Conneaut,  Ohio  schools  and  went 
to  work  there  in  the  fall.  Mrs.  Evelyn  Kmit  who  had 
assisted  in  grades  one  and  two  did  not  return  in  September. 
This  loss  of  approximately  33  per  cent  of  our  well  trained 
and  experienced  teaching  staff  was  larger  than  at  any  time 
during  the  last  ten  years  and  presented  a  rather  serious 
problem  due  to  the  acute  teacher  shortage. 

In  order  to  fill  these  positions  it  was  necessary  to  ac- 
cept teachers  who  had  little  or  no  experience.  These  new 
teachers,  however,  are  all  well-trained  and  are  gaining  ex- 
perience rapidly.  Miss  Doris  Whelan,  with  a  degree  from 
Westfield  Teachers  College  was  appointed  to  Miss  Kostek's 
place.  In  October  Miss  Whelan  resigned  to  go  to,  Spring- 
field and  her  place  was  taken  by  Miss  Louise  Gagnon,  a 
graduate  of  Salem  Teachers  College. 

Miss  Florence  Boufgeois,  Smith  College  and  Teachers 
College,  Columbia,  accepted  the  vacancy  left  by  Miss 
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Dansereau's  resignation.     Miss  Louise  McDermott,  who 
had  her  training  at  A.  I.  C.  was  appointed  to  teach  the 
commercial  subjects  in  Miss  Lawe's  place.    Miss  Dorothy 
Johnson,  a  graduate  of  M.  S.  C.  and  who  had  her  teacher- 
training  at  Deerfield  High  School,  was  assigned  to  teach 
English  in  the  position  left  vacant  by  the  resignation  of 
Miss  Barrus.    These  teachers  are  making  every  effort  to 
get  the  required  work  taught,  but  they  could  be  greatly 
li^elped  by  more  co-operation  from  those  students  who  now 
^Qeglect  to  prepare  assigned  lessons  and  to  do  necessary 
'-^omework. 

Miss  Olive  Healy  of  West  Chesterfield  has  continued 
^hs  supervisor  of  music.     This  year  we  have  a  selected 
chorus  in  high  school  and  expect  that  this  group  will  pro- 
duce some  very  good  singing. 

Mrs.  Olive  Thayer  of  West  Cummington  has  directed 
the  work  in  drawing  for  the  grades.  This  is  the  second 
year  and  we  are  beginning  to  get  some  excellent  results. 

Our  health  department  had  several  changes  during 
the  year.  Dr.  Charles  Wheeler  has  been  ill  and  therefore 
was  not  able  to  do  the  work  at  Haydenville.  Dr.  Joseph 
Hobbs  entered  the  service  of  the  U.  S.  Army  and  is  away. 
Mrs.  Jane  E.  Lenihan  moved  to  Greenfield  and  could  not 
continue  as  one  of  our  school  nurses.  Dr.  Ruth  Hemenway 
was  appointed  school  physician  and  with  the  help  of  Mrs. 
Louise  Jones,  school  nurse,  has  directed  the  work  of  this 
department.  Dr.  Kisiel  has  served  as  our  dentist.  The 
health  of  the  children  has  been  well  cared  for  although 
mumps,  whooping-cough  ,and  measles  caused  considerate 
loss  of  time  to  some  pupils. 

Because  of  the  drop  in  the  enrollment  and  the  loss  of 
three  high  school  teachers,  it  was  thought  advisable  to  re- 
organize the  high  school  on  a  five  instead  of  a  six  teacher 
plan.  This  was  done  by  dividing  the  subjects  formerly 
taught  by  the  sixth  teacher  among  those  remaining.  The 
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organization  for  1943-1944  is  as  follows:  Principal,  Anne 
T.  Dunphp,  two  classe  in  Latin,  two  in  French ;  Miss  Helena 
J.  Webber,  four  in  mathematics,  one  in  U  .S.  History,  an4 
one  in  Problems  of  Democracy,  assistant  coach  of  debat- 
ing-; Mr.  Edward  C.  Foster,  five  classes  in  science,  and  one 
in  World  History;  Miss  Dorothy  Johnson,  five  classes  in 
English  and  one  in  Spoken  English,  coach  of  debating  and 
forensic  work;  Miss  Louise  McDermott,  three  classes  in 
typing,  one  in  general  mathematics,  one  in  general  busi- 
ness, and  one  in  bookkeeping ;  Miss  Olive  Healy,  the  com- 
bined glee  clubs.  The  school  operates  on  a  two  session 
plan.  There  are  seven  regular  class  periods  and  one  for 
physical  education. 

The  assignments  in  the  Helen  E.  James  School  were : 
Miss  Martha  Dickerman,  grades  7  and  8 ;  Miss  Nellie  Dolan, 
grades  5  and  6;  Mrs.  Dorothy  Colburn,  grades  3  and  4; 
Mrs.  Sophie  Eaton,  grades  1  and  2. 

At  Haydenville  Miss  Margaret  Trainor  was  assigned 
to  the  principalship  and  to  grades  7  and  8 ;  Miss  Florence 
Bourgeois  and  later  Mrs.  Lazelle  Brainerd  to  grades  5  and 
6 ;  Miss  Doris  Whelan,  then  Miss  Louise  Gagnon,  to  grades 
3  and  4;  and  Miss  Mary  Crampton  to  grades  1  and  2. 
Miss  Olive  Healy  was  supervisor  of  music  for  all  schools, 
and  Mrs.  Olive  Thayer,  supervisor  of  drawing  for  the  grade 
schools. 

The  number  of  pupils  transported  showed  a  decrease 
at  the  opening  of  schools  in  September.  There  were  120 
being  carried  as  against  133  the  previous  year.  The  num- 
ber on  each  route  was  as  follows :  Mt.  Street,  20 ;  Hayden- 
ville to  Williamsburg,  30 ;  Sears ville,  33 ;  South  Street,  15 ; 
Chesterfield  Road,  7 ;  and  Nash  Street,  15.  Total  120.  In 
addition  to  these  routes  Chesterfield  transports  14  and 
Goshen  14  to  our  schools.  The  work  of  carrying  these 
pupils  has  been  well  done.  No  accidents  or  injuries  have 
occurred. 
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Suggestions  have  sometimes  been  made  that  commu- 
nities do  not  make  as  much  use  of  their  school  buildings 
as  they  should,  and  that  large  investments  which  towns 
in  school  plants  should  be  made  to  yield  larger  returns  by 
using  them  for  many  community  services.    The  extent 
which  this  has  been  done  in  Williamsburg  will  be  evi- 
dent from  the  following  list  of  activities  which  have  taken 
^;^lace  at  the  Helen  E.  James  School.    There  were  296  dif- 
ferent meetings  held  at  that  building  during  the  school 
^ear  ending  in  June.    One  hundred  eighty-seven  were  dur- 
ing daylight  hours  and  one  hundred  and  nine  were  held 
evenings.    The  list  follows  and  does  not  include  any  public 
school  activities:  Summer  vacation  school,  15;  Dancing 
class,  29 ;  State  Guard,  104 ;  4-H  Clubs,  9 ;  Women's  Club, 
4;  Red  Cross,  16;  Civihan  Defense,  24;  Boy  Scouts,  23; 
Moving  Pictures,  9 ;  Girls'  Scouts,  37 ;  Basketball,  for  visit- 
ing teams,  8 ;  Rationing,  10 ;  Miscellaneous,  8 ;  Total  296. 
This  extra  use  of  the  building  cannot  help  but  have  an  im- 
portant influence  for  better  community  life. 

It  has  been  the  hope  of  this  department  for  a  number 
of  years  that  the  town  would  build  a  suitable  gymnasium 
for  the  high  school.  However,  high  costs,  and  now  the 
needs  of  war  have  delayed  this  project.  But  the  end  of 
the  war  is  approaching,  and  after- war  planning  should  in- 
clude a  building  that  will  serve  many  public  purposes. 
For  example,  in  addition  to  serving  as  a  "gym"  the  hall 
could  be  built  to  be  used  as  the  Town  Hall,  for  other  types 
of  meetings,  for  motion  pictures,  and  for  other  kinds  of 
entertainment.  There  should  be  rooms  for  town  offices, 
American  Legion,  and  other  organization  rooms  which 
would  always  be  heated  and  ready  for  use. 

We  shall  sometime  build  a  memorial  to  our  citizens 
who  have  served  our  country  in  its  struggles  to  maintain 
the  democratic  way  of  life.  No  finer  tribute  could  be  paid 
to  them  than  to  build  in  their  honor  such  a  building.  It 
could  be  called  the  Williamsburg  Memorial  Building. 
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Therefore,  I  recommend,  that  the  School  Committee 
together  with  the  other  town  officials  consider  plans  and 
possibilities  for  constructing  such  a  building  as  a  post-war 
project. 

To  pupils,  parents,  teachers  and  Members  of  the 
School  Committee,  I  extend  my  sincere  thanks  for  their 
helpful  co-operation  during  1944.

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Report  of  Town  Physician 


Mr.  L.  A.  Merritt,

Dear  Sir: 

I  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  as  school  phy- 
sician of  Haydenville  and  Williamsburg  schools. 

During  May  and  June  there  was  quite  an  epidemic 
of  whooping  cough  which  caused  badly  interrupted  sched- 
ules of  school  work  as  well  as  much  needless  suffering  to 
children  and  parents.  This  could  be  avoided  if  parents 
would  have  their  children  immunized  early  against  this 
disease. 

The  students  were  given  their  physical  examinations 
-  during  September  and  October  with  the  assistance  of  Mrs. 
John  0.  Jones,  the  school  nurse.  The  outstanding  defects 
were  poor  posture,  bad  teeth  and  enlarged  tonsils.  Poor 
posture  is  almost  universal  among  our  boys  and  girls  but 
it  could  be  remedied  by  regular  calisthenics  which  can  be 
instituted  in  some  manner  even  though  there  is  no  gym- 
nasium. Bad  teeth  are  much  more  common  among  the 
lower  grades  while  as  a  rule  the  oral  condition  of  the  higher 
grades  is  very  good;  this  is  a  fine  demonstration  of  the 
value  of  the  health  work  which  has  been  carried  on  in  this 
town  for  the  past  few  years  by  the  physicians.  Dr.  Kessel 
and  nurses.  There  is  a  large  number  of  boys  and  girls 
who  need  tonsillectomies  but  these  have  not  been  done  be- 
cause the  hospital  accepts  only  a  very  restricted  number 
during  the  summer  season. 
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,  ^  In  the  Williamsburg  school  there  is  a  real  need  for 
enlarging  the  girls'  rest  room  which  apparently  could  be 
done  at  no  great  expense. 

Much  has  been  done  to  improve  the  physical  and 
mental  condition  of  the  students,  and  it  will  be  a  pleasure 
to  look  forward  to  a  more  and  more  well  rounded  program 
for  the  better  development  of  our  future  citizens,  physical- 
Ij^i^nentally  and  spiritually.  A.  good  P.  T.  A.  would  bring 
t&chers  and  parents  into  closer  co-operation  in  under- 
smnding  and  solving  the  various  problems  that  come  up 
from  time  to  time  along  all  these  lines.  Weekly  religious 
instruction  would  help  with  the  spiritual  growth  which  of 
course  is  so  closely  correlated  with  physical  and  mental 
well-being.

The  financial  transactions  as  recorded  on  the  books  of 
the  departments  collecting  or  disbursing  money  for  the 
town,  or  committing  bills  for  collection,  were  examined, 
checked,  and  verified. 
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The  surety  bonds  filed  with  the  town  by  the  town 
clerk,  treasurer,  tax  collector  and  water  collector  were  ex- 
amined and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

The  recorded  receipts  for  licenses  granted  by  the 
board  of  selectmen,  which  are  issued  by  the  town  clerk, 
were  checked  with  the  record  of  licenses  granted,  the  pay- 
ments to  the  treasurer  were  verified  and  the  cash  on  hand 
September  23,  1943,  was  proved  by  actual  count.  The 
surety  bonds  filed  with  the  town  by  individuals  to  whom 
liquor  licenses  were  issued  were  examined  and  found  to  be 
in  proper  form. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  accountant  were 
examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  receipts,  as  recorded, 
were  checked  with  the  records  of  the  departments  collect- 
ing money  for  the  town  and  with  the  treasurer's  record  of 
receipts.  The  expenditures  were  compared  with  the  ap- 
proved treasury  warrants,  and  with  the  treasurer's  record 
of  payments. 

The  ledger  record  of  departmental  accounts  receivable 
was  examined  and  checked  with  the  records  in  the  depart- 
ments in  which  the  charged  originated,  and  with  the  treas- 
urer's record  of  collections. 

The  appropriations  and  transfers  voted  by  the  town 
were  listed  from  the  town  clerk's  record  of  town  meetings,, 
and  were  checked  with  the  appropriation  ledger  accounts. 

The  ledger  accounts  were  analyzed,  the  many  neces- 
sary adjusting  and  correcting  entries  were  made,  a  trial 
balance  was  taken  off  and  a  balance  sheet,  which  is  ap- 
pended to  this  report,  was  prepared  showing  the  financial 
condition  of  the  town  on  September  23,  1943. 

Many  of  the  adjustments  were  necessary  because  of 
the  accountant's  failure  to  make  and  post  proper  and  com- 
plete ledger  entries,  while  other  adjustments  were  made 
necessary  by  failure  of  the  assessors  to  report  commit- 
ments and  abatements  promptly  and  accurately. 
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In  checking  the  appropriations  it  was  noted  that  the 
town  meeting  votes  annually  to  use  $1,000.  of  the  Onslow 
G.  Spelman  School  fund  income  to  meet  an  annual  pay- 
ment of  debt  created  by  a  high  school  addition  loan.  In 
1941  and  1942  the  income  from  the  fund  was  less  than 
the  amount  appropriated  and  transfers  were  voted  by  the 
finance  committee  to  meet  the  deficits.  Since  appropria- 
tions may  be  voted  from  available  funds  only  when  such 
',^unds  actually  exist  and  are  on  hand  at  the  time  the  ap- 
propriation is  voted,  it  is  recommended  that  the  town  meet- 
mg  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  amount  required  an- 
TLually  for  maturing  debt  and  that  the  income  from  the 
Spelman  fund  received  during  the  year,  not  in  excess  of 
the  amount  of  the  debt  falling  due  on  account  of  the  high 
school  addition,  be  used  by  the  assessors  as  an  estimated 
receipt  in  the  determination  of  the  tax  rate. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were 
examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  recorded  receipts 
were  analyzed  and  checked  with  the  records  of  the  depart- 
ments collecting  money  for  the  town  and  with  the  other 
sources  from  which  money  was  paid  into  the  town  treas- 
ury. The  payments  were  compared  with  the  treasury 
warrants  approved  by  the  board  of  selectmen,  and  the  cash 
balance  September  23,  1943,  was  proved  by  reconciliation 
of  the  bank  balance  with  a  statement  received  from  the 
bank  and  by  actual  count  of  the  cash  on  hand. 

The  payments  on  account  of  debt  and  interest  were 
proved  by  comparison  with  the  amounts  falling  due  and 
with  the  cancelled  securities  on  file. 

The  securities,  including  savings  bank  books,  repre- 
senting the  investment  of  the  trust  funds  in  the  custody 
of  the  town  treasurer  were  examined  and  listed,  the  in- 
come being  proved  and  the  withdrawals  verified  by  com- 
parison with  the  treasurer's  record  of  receipts. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were  ex- 
amined and  checked  in  detail.    The  commitment  lists  of 
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all  poll,  property  and  motor  vehicle  excise  taxes  were  added 
and  reconciled  with  the  warrants  given  by  the  board  of 
assessors  for  their  collection.  The  recorded  collections 
were  compared  with  the  payments  to  the  treasurer,  the 
recorded  abatements  were  checked  with  the  assessors' 
rcord  of  abatements  granted,  and  the  outstanding  accounts 
were  listed  and  proved  with  the  adjusted  accountant's 
ledger. 

The  outstanding  tax  accounts  were  verified  by  mail- 
ing notices  to  a  number  of  persons  whose  names  appeared 
on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town,  the  replies  re- 
ceived thereto  indicating  that  the  accounts,  as  listed,  are 
correct. 

The  tax  collector's  cash  balance  September  23,  1943, 
was  proved  by  actual  count  of  the  cash  on  hand. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  held  by  the  town  were  ex- 
amined and  checked  with  the  tax  collector's  and  treasurer's 
accounts. 

The  financial  transactions  of  the  town  clerks  were  ex- 
amined. The  recorded  receipts  for  dog  and  sporting  li- 
censes were  checked  with  the  record  of  Hcenses  issued  and 
the  payments  to  the  state  and  town  treasurers  were  veri- 
fied. The  recorded  receipts  for  junk  Hcenses,  issued  by 
the  town  clerks,  were  checked  and  the  payments  to  the 
treasurer  were  verified. 

The  town  clerk's  cash  on  hand  September  23,  1943, 
was  proved  by  actual  count  of  the  cash  on  hand. 

The  computation  of  the  tax  rates  by  the  board  of  as- 
sessors for  the  period  covered  by  the  audit,  was  examined. 
It  was  noted  that  the  amount  of  appropriations  raised,  as 
used  by  the  board  of  assessors  in  determining  the  tax  rate 
for  1942  was  $2,400.  in  excess  of  the  amounts  voted  and 
certified  by  the  town  clerk,  while  the  amount  raised  by  the 
board  of  assessors  in  determining  the  1943  tax  rate  was 
$2,000.  less  than  the  total  appropriations  voted. 
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^,  The  recorded  receipts  for  the  rental  of  the  town  hall 
were  checked  and  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  veri- 
fied. 

The  accounts  of  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures 
were  examined.  The  recorded  receipts  were  checked  with 
the  record  of  fees  charged,  the  payments  to  the  treasurer 
were  verified,  and  the  cash  on  hand  October  6,  1943,  was 
^ted. 

/:  The  records  of  accounts  receivable  of  the  health,  pub- 
lic welfare,  and  school  departments  were  examined.  The 
charges  were  added  and  compared  with  the  commitments 
entered  on  the  accountant's  ledger,  the  recorded  collections 
and  abatements  were  checked,  and  the  outstanding  ac- 
counts were  listed  and  proved  with  the  adjusted  ledger. 

The  recorded  receipts  of  the  school  department  for 
the  sale  of  material  and  for^miscellaneous  charges  were 
checked  and  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  verified. 

The  recorded  receipts  of  the  librarians  for  fines,  etc., 
were  checked,  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  verified, 
and  the  cash  on  hand  October  1, 1943,  was  proved  by  actual 
count. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  water  department  were 
examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  charges  for  the  sale 
of  water  and  miscellaneous  services  were  added  and  com- 
pared with  the  accountant's  record  of  commitments,  the 
recorded  collections  were  compared  with  the  payments  to 
the  treasurer,  the  abatements  were  checked,  and  the  out- 
standing accounts  were  listed  and  proved  with  the  account- 
ant's ledger. 

The  water  collector's  cash  balance  September  23, 1943, 
was  proved  by  actual  count  of  the  cash  on  hand. 

The  securities,  including  savings  bank  books  repre- 
senting the  investment  of  the  Helen  E.  James  School  Fund 
in  the  custody  of  the  Springfield  Safe  and  Trust  Company, 
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were  examined  and  listed.  The  income  was  proved  and 
the  transfers  to  the  town  were  verified  by  comparison  with 
the  treasurer's  record  of  receipts. 

There  are.  appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the 
balance  sheet,  tables  showing  a  reconciliation  of  the  treas- 
urer's cash,  summaries  of  the  tax  and  departmental  ac- 
counts, as  well  as  tables  showing  the  trust  fund  transac- 
tions. 

For  the  cooperation  received  from  all  town  officials 
during  the  progress  of  the  audit,  I  wish,  on  behalf  of  my 
assistants  and  for  myself,  to  express  appreciation.
